Tho Chief Examinor, Shéng Yt, is o Man- 
chu, and is a Libationer in the Imperial 
Academy. He is a man noted for atrin- 
gency in all the regniationa, and is expect- 
ed togive the students a severe examina- 
tion. The Assistant Examiner is_ Ch’éo 
Yu-chung, a native of Tientsin. 

The excitement about the return of tho 
Yellow River has passed away, and oxcite- 
ment over degradations has taken its placo 
in the official circle, Pan. Ohiin Wén, 
a former official of Shantung Aid atigarded 
as a man of ‘rouch real ability, is again de- 
greded. “ Last year he waa clevated to the 
highest rank, ond along with Shao Haien, 
ho is deprived of his rank, but left at the 
place to redeem himself—a very doubtful

A former Director of the Canal, 
Ching T'u, and the late Direotor—a former 
Governor of Honan—Li Ho-nien, are 
banished. The Governor of the provines, 
Ni Wén-wei, and the Head Minister—a 
President of the Board of Rites—Li Hung- 
tsso, are returned 3 degreva, but rotained 
at their posts. Such is tha havoc among 
the highest. Who, now, will dare to pro- 
pose anything about the Yellow River. and 
Tiskk the doom of being appointed an official 
thera and so be degraded? Perhaps the 
Governor of Shantung would be a good 
man ta beselocted, seeing his Yellow River 
speculations here have not came to nought, 

We hear that the head of the Confucian 
fomily, since his visit to Peking, haa 
become betrothed. Tho damsol is the 
daughtor of Suen Yu-wén, 4 member of the 
Tsung-li Ya-men, and also a member of 
the Grand Council. Said official is a native 
of Chi-niag Chow, in this province, and 
go she is a fitting selection for tho ‘Holy 
Man.’ We wish them joy, and 80 far as 
wa can learn nothing but joy ie expected. 

The aame day the great examination 
begins here (13th), tho American Presby- 
terion Synod of China begins in the city 
of Tung-chow-fu at the cast end of the 
province. In this connection it is worthy 
of note that the only two Protestant 
Christians to enter the contest are both 
members of the Presbyterian Mission, one 
of them is a graduate of the High Sehool 
at Tung-chow, and for the Inst two years 
has been on {nstenctpr in that ipatitution, 
We beliove he is the frat one to enter the 
grest examination.

EXTRACTS FROM TRE JOURNAL OF 
THE LATE KAISER WILLIAM. - 

Bertin, September 1st, —Tho tratamen- 
tary notes of the late Kaiser William, 
abstracta of which have juat been mada 
public by the present Emperer, although of 
morsly historic value, have been ‘scanned 
with the deepeat interest, 29 revealing tho 
light in which he desired to bo viewed by 
posterity. Exch note was wrliten at a 
critical point in his careor, and. all are 
penned with tho doop piety which chatac- 
torized his public despatches. Initho first, 
after quoting » passago from the Soripturea, 
ho saya i 
tho haids- of my friends I shall have" de» 
parted this life, May it be voucheafed to 
me in my last momonts to commend mi 
spirit into the bands of God, Bhould sud-, 
don death overtake me, my Whole life faa 
‘boun 9 proparation for tho world to'come.” 

The second note, written after the war 
with Austria, commenais : ‘Sinco, in 1857, 
TY wrote to my sueviving fricnds my last 
farowell, fate hua doeply affected my life,’ 
It vontaina a touching allusion te tho death 
of hig brother; nnd expressed; honrtfolt 
thanka to the people of Prabsia for the 
sentiments displayed toward ‘him in - hia 
prayer that God will allow hig fuccvsor to: 
preserve to Prussia the pusition. plainly 
assigned her by’ Providenco, “The note 
concludes ; ‘May Ged, in His grace, will 
it s0.— WILHELM,” 

The third note commences in 1870-71 with 
the words : ‘God was with us. ‘To Him be 
the praise, honor and gory. 

A memorable passage rans ;.* If over tho 
finger of God was clearly manifested in his- 
tory it was in the years 1866 and 1870 and 
1971.' This and the fourth document 
enumerates briefly the events #hich marked 
| each year, leaving reference to the kindness 
of this people, Both ond with the prayer : 
“Lord, Thy will be done on earth as itis in 
heaven. Amen.’ 

Tho last note referring to Nibiling’s st-
